G.S.R. 679(E).—An application has been Hied before me under rule 5 of the Customs Tariff (Identification and 
A ssessment of Safeguard Duty) Rules. 1997 by M/s. Tecil Chemicals & Hydro Power Limited, Mumbai, M/s. Panyam Cements 
A Mineral Industries Ltd., Hyderabad, M/s. Senka Carbon Pvt. Ltd., Chennai & M/s. Oswal Petro Chemicals, Mumbai for 
i mposition of Safeguard Duty on imports of Acetylene Black into India to protect the domestic producers of Acetylene Black 
against serious injury caused by the increased imports of Acetylene Black into India. 
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2. Domestic Industry Hie application has been filed by M/s. Tecil Chemicals & Hydro Power Limited, Mumbai, 
M/s. Panyam Cements & Mineral Industries Ltd., Hyderabad, M/s. Senka Carbon Pvt. Ltd., Chennai & M/s. Oswal Petro 
Chemicals. Mumbai on behalf of the domestic producers ot Acetylene Black Hiere are only four domestic producers of 
Acetylene Black accounting for the entire domestic production of Acetylene Black. 

3. Product Involved : The applicants have alleged serious injury caused to the domestic producers by the increased 
imports of Acetylene Black into India. Acetylene Black classified under sub-heading No. 280300 of the First Schedule to the 
Customs Tairif Act, 1975, isasuperiorvarietyofCarbonBlack.lt is produced from Calcium Carbide or through Petrochemical 
route., and is used mainly in dry cell batteries. 

4. Increased Imports : Acetylene Black is imported into India from Japan, Singapore, South Africa, France, RP 
China the Philippines and Belgium. The imports have shown an increasing trend in absolute terms as well as compared to the 
domestic production. The imports and domestic production of Acetylene Black during the period from 1993-94 to 1997-78 
Have been as under :

„ 5. Injury : The increased imports of Acetylene Black have caused and are threatening to cause serious injury to the 

domestic producers of Acetylene Black as indicated by the following factors. 

(a) Production has gone down front 3570.075 MT (1995-96) to 3274.62 MT(l996-97) and 1272.255 MT 
(1997-98up to September) 

(b) Sales have gone down from 3574 MT (1995-96) to 3017 MT (1996-97) and 1291 MT (first half of 
1997-98) 

(c) Capacity utilisation has gone down from 67.36% (1995-96)to 58.48% (1996-97) and 45.44% (firsthalf of 
1997-98) 

(d) M/s. Tecil Chemicals & Hydro Power Limited have suspended theirproduction from August, 1997, 

6. The domestic producers have requested for imposition of Safeguard Duty on imports of Acetylene Black for a 
period of four years. They have also requested for an immediate imposition of provisional Safeguard Duty. 

7. The application has been examined and it is found that prima facie increased imports of Acetylene Black have 
caused and are threatening to cause serious injury to the domestic producers of Acetylene Blank and accordingly it has been 
decided to initiate an investigation through this notice,
